WASiiiNn roN, Nov. 10.— Senor Dupny 
de Lome, the Spanieh miniater, to-day 
received a cable mesBage from General 
Blanco, Governor-General of Cuba, 

which would seem to bear out the etate- 
menta httely made that under Cieneral 
Weyler'a rule the helplesa dcpendenta 
on the iuBurgents were beiiii; alarved to 
death. Tlie dosjiatch reada aa follows : 

" Exteiieivo zones of cultivation have 
been organized, daily ratioua are pro- 
vided by the atair, work ifi Iiirniblit'd ; 
they will be well treated, and cau be 
employed by the plantere. Ihey liave 
free traneportation, and are be- 
ing protected in every way. Pro- 
vincial protective committeea have 
been formed, and have already entered 
upon their functions; they will continue 
being organized in tho remaining prov- 
incea with the object of proctirint,' the 
necessary relief funda. Subacriptions 
have been set on foot to relieve first 
necessities, everything that is humanely 
poaaiblu boinf^ done. 

"An edict is published to-day, not only 
l^rantin;: perunssion to grinil sui^ar but 
lulviaing that this be done, and otl'ering 
'.lie necessary military and civilian pro- 
tection. Not a niotnent is lost in attend- 
ing to all immediate needs, which form 
the object of my personal attention. It 
is impossible to do more than 1 have 
done iu the time that haa elapsed."

WILL NOT INTERFERE. 

President McKinley Will So Notify Con- 
gress in Consequence of Spain's 
Polite Note. 

Wasiiixoton, Nov. 10 —It ia stated on 
good authority that Premier Sagaata's 
reply to Minister Woodford's note, the 
full text of which was read at yester- 
day's cabinet meeting, is eminently sat- 
isfactory to this government. In it the 
.Spauieh liiinistry pled^'es itself to cor- 
rect the abiiP.cH of poiver in Ciilia, whicti 
was the f-iibjcct of so iiiiich complaint 
during the W'eyler admiiiialratioii, and 
gives aasiiriince of its friendly feeling to- 
ward the American people. It accepts 
our good ollicea in its ellbrta to restore 
peace iiiGiiljii and in a perfectly respect- 
ful and friendly spirit asks this govern- 
ment, so far as possible, to restrain the 
iaaurgent eytupathizera in tbe States 
from gi vine material aid to the enemies 
of Spain in Cuba. 

The reply intimates that but for the 
assistance that has been given by fili- 
busters in tho United States order would 
have been restored lont' ago. There is 
not a eenteiice tliiit could ^ive offence or 
b- cDnstrueu into an ex presEiDn uf an 
nnfrienilly purpose or feeling at;iiiiist the 
L'overiimi'iit of the I'nited Status. On 
the contrary the note is fitatcd to h'.' dis- 
tinctly conciliatory in toiu;, althoiiuli iii- 
eistiiig upon tho right and duty of Spitin 
to put down an armed iiisiu rcction with- 
in ita own territory. 

It ia evident that the reply hag made 
a favorable impression on the I'reeident 
and meiiibers of the cabinent, and it is 
not unlikely tiiat one of the feature.s of 
the forthcoming ineasago to congress will 
be a discussion of tbe Cuban sitnution, 
from which it will appear that there is 
nothing in the situation to justify pre- 
sent interference on the part of the Uni- 
ted States.

TERMS FOR THE ENGINEERS. 

Board of Trade Negotiations About to Re- 
sult in a Conference. 

London, Nov. 10.— Tbe Right Hon. 

T. Ritchie, president of the board of 
trade, having submitted amended aug- 
gestiona aa to the baaia of a conference 
for settling the engineers' strike, both 
tho Employers' Federation and the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers have 
assented to the holding of a conference. 
The Employera' Federation stipulates 
that ita concurrence shall be without 
prejudice to ita previously expressed 
opinions concerning the question of work- 
ing boars, while tbe Amalgamated 
Society Btipalates that the lockout 
notice shall be Buspended and the ques- 
tion of a .eduction of hours be discussed 
by the conference. Mr. Ritchie's pro- 
posal virtually covers these stipulations, 
hence tho copference ia likely to meet 
forthwith. 



A CLOSE CONTEST. 

Conservative Victory In a Liverpool Divis- 
ion Witb Very Little to Spare. 

Liverpool, Nov. 10. — ^An election was 
held to-day in the Exchange division of 

Liverpool for a succeasor in the House of 
Commons to Mr. J. G. Bigliam, recently 
elevated to the judicial bench to fill the 
vacancy caused by tho death of Hon, 
Sir Lewia William Cave. Owing to an 
error in the first count of ballots, tho re- 
sult was declared by the returning officer 
as a Liberal majority of -17 witli 2,700 
votes for Jlr. liuasell, the Liberal candi- 
date, and 2,05',) for Mr. Charles Mc- 
Artliur, the Conservative ; but the Con- 
servati ves asked for a recount and this 
showed a Conaervative victory majority 
of 51. 



KELLY AIURDEU TRIAL. 

CircMmstnntial Evidence Connectinff the 
Prisoner Witb tbe Crime He Onr.e 
Confessed. 

DovEu, N.H., Nov. 10.— In the Kelly 
murder trial this morning tbe early evi- 
dence bad a bearing on the presence of 

the team driven by Kelly on the day of 
the murder. .lohn Dublue, of Somerfiot, 
said it was Kelly who was driving the 
team. Thia witnoas said Kelly had 
talked to him about starting a roof gar- 
den over a two story saw mill. Chief 
deteclivo Silas S. Carjionter, of Mon- 
treal followed with the story of his ex- 
amination of Kelly after the arrest. He 
recited the confession made by the pris- 
oner the next day that he alone killed 
Mr. Slickney. The finding of the bag ol 
money where Kelly said he had hidden 
it was also described.

The Sealing: Bnalness Will Be the 
First Discussed at tlie Wash- 
ington Conference. 

Nkw York, Nov. 10.— A special cable 
to the Evening Post from London cays : 
"In view of Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Sir 

Louis Davia' visit to Washington, it is 
understood that Mr, Chamberlain for- 
warded for Lord Aberdeen last week 
important recommendations on future 
trade relations between Canada and tho 
United States from tbe Imperial point 
of view. 

Though Mr. Ghamberlain baa aban- 
doned his zollverein schemes be would 
view with keen dieappointment and 
grave forebodings aa to the ultimate 
efl'ect upon the English attitude towards 
the Dominion of Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
acceptance of any such trade agreement 
with the United States as i\Ir. Blaine 
once proiinsed involving discrimination 
against England. 

"Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Mr. Fielding, 
Canada's miuiater of finance who is now 
visiting London, have given definite 
aaaurances that Canada never would 
consent to auch discrimination. They 
have not, however, disguised the fact 
that if the United States showed a neigh- 
borly attitude towards Canada on out- 
Btanding trade and other questions tbey 
would go a long way to meet Washington 
advances short of discrimination. 

" It is believed that they might even 
go so far as to place ICngland and the 
United States on a tarill' e(|tiality. Thia 
would aeem to involve abandonment of 
the policy of a preferential tarifl' for 
British goods, which though not yet 
realized created extraordinary enthus- 
iasm here. Canadian ministers contend, 
however, that Canada can render no 
greater service to the Empire than by 
assisting to restore Anglo-American ac- 
cord." 



THE SEALING CONFERENCE. 

Representatives of tbe Tbree Governments 
meet for Organization. 

Wa.shington, Nov. 10. — Sir Wilfrid 
J^aurier, Sir Louis Davies and other Ca- 
nadian oflicials, who are hero to confer 
with tho government authorities were 
busy arranging for the Behring sea meet- 
ing. The Canadian l^remier received 
callers in a very democratic fashion at 
hia apartmenta in theShoreham, but to 
all he gave the reply that it would be 
manifeatly premature at thia stage for 
him to discuss the outlook on the Beh- 
ring aea question or any Bubj-"Ct ■which 
concerned the United States and Caimda. 
He made it clear also that they would 
give iheir exclusive attention to thia 
subject until some conclusion was reach- 
ed, and other (juestions, auch aa reci- 
procity, burder iniiiiieration, etc., will 
not l)e referred to until tho lirat purpose 
of the visit ie accomplished. 

In accordance with tho arrangements 
the expo ta representing the three gov- 
ernnienta of the I'nited States, Great 
Britain and Canada nasembled at the 
state department at half-past two o'clock 
this afternoon. They were Messrp. Jor- 
dan, Thompson and Macoun. in Ad- 
dition General Foster and Mr. Hamlin 
were in attendance for tbe United States 
and Sir Louis Davies for Canada. Sir 
Julian Pauncefote sent a note excubing 
himself Iroiii comint; on account of ill- 
ness. The meeting lasted for about 
an hour, and presuniiiuly tho j.iro- 
cei'diiig.-! were luaiiily iireliiuinary 
and (lesit^iied to oulliiie a plan of 
procceiiure. Mr. Ilainliu was elected 
chairman. It was ollicially stated that 
the liroceedings were secret, in tlie sense 
that nothing could be given out for |)ub- 
lication before the end of the delibera- 
tions. Another meeting will bo held at 
11 o'clock to-morrow. 

The treaty, which was negotiated last 
week between the United States and 
Russia, for tbe further protection of the 
seals, was not referred to in to-day's 
meeting, although its general provisions 
are known to the British delegates. The 
feature of the treaty is said to bo tho 
short term it is to continue in force, the 
limit being one year.

Skirmishers and Suffer Very 
Severe Loss.

Snu.A, Nov. 10. — Official despatcliea 
Teceived lieru to-day from the British 
camp in the Miiidau Valloy tell of a re- 
'Connaisance *la force by the Britieb. 
Tbe movement waa commanded by 
Brigadier-General Weatacott, and tbe 
British force engaged coneisted of the 
Doraetshire Regiment, theNorihiuiiptop.' 
shiro Kegiiueut, a regiment of Sikhs and 
two batteries of artillery. This column 
moved yesterday to Saran-Sar, and 
reached tlie suinmit of the mountain 
with little resistance. There the trooj)8 
found a hastily evacuated camp, and 
Boon after retired upon the mam body. 

ThiE movement, however, was attend- 
ed by serious loasea to the British. The 
insurgent tribesmen followed after the 
column in strong force, swarming from 
behind the rocks, showing wonderful 
audacity and keeping up a heavy lire at 
short range on tbe British troops. Only 
the admirable disposition made by Gen- 
eral Westacott of his troops saved tbe 
rear guard. Tbe General held tbe men 
together and saw all the wounded taken 
away before he retired himself. 

On ttie way back to camp the trans- 
port of the wounded was greatly liam- 
pere by the fact that troops had to retire 
over feftrfuUy broken country, sur- 
rounded on all sides by swarms of the 
enemy's skirmiBhers. The route was 
intersected every hundred yards or so 
by deep ravines, and it waa while the 
troops were engaged in jiaasing through 
this ground that the tribesmen rushed 
upon them, fearlessly making their way 
up the ravines to close quarters. 

The Northampton Regiment suHered 
the most, their casualties being mainly 
incurred while saving their wounded. 
All tbe wounded reached camp at about 
dark, and it is still hoped that a missing 
officer and twelve men will I4ach camp 
safely. 

The lo33 of the British was about fifty 
men. Of this numberthe Xortlianipton- 
shiro Reginient lost Lieut. WaddcU and 
four men killed ; and Lieut. Macintire of 
this regiment and twelve men are miss- 
ing. The Northamptonshires also had 
Lieut. Ingram, Lieut. Mercer and six 
men wounded. The Sikhs lost six men 
killed and had six: men wounded.

Tlie trial of Gordon Tompkins for 
manslaughter is proceeding at the Bran- 
don assizes. Ho is charged with causing 
the death of .John Scott at Boissevain by 
kicking him in the stomach. 
A party of twelve persons represent- 
g the Northwest Mining and Develop- 
ment Co., of Chicago, are outfitting in 
this city for the I'elly river country. 
Sleds are being made here, and they 
have i)urchaBed harnees for dogs and 
eight tons of supplies at Montreal, 
Ottawa and Winnipeg. Mr. Hopkins, 
of Ottawa, who is accompanying the 
miners to Felly river, was on Tuesday 
severely bittsn by one of the dogs be- 
longing to tbe party. 

Premier Greonway left again for his 
farm at Crystal City to-day. He is 
much improved in health, and hopes 
that with two or three weeks' rest ho 
will bo completely restored. He says he 
will not be able to make any public an- 
iiouneement regarding his railway 
Bchome for a month yet, but admits that 
negotiations are neariug a satisfactory 
close. 

Evangelist Moody inaugurated hia ser- 
vices at Brandon to-day. 

Archbiuhop Langevin is still confined 
to St. Boniface hospital, but is slowly re- 
covering. 

Capt. F. IT. Allardyce of the Ninetieth 
Battalion died to-night of typhoid fever. 

Land Commissioner Hamilton, of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, is at present 
on his way through Crow's Nest Pass 
Before his return he will locate a num 
her of townsites along the new railway 
route. 



THE POLICY IN INDIA. 

Having Checked the Rtmslan Advance the 
British Will Concentrate Their StreiiBth 
on Essential Routes. 

London, Nov. 10. — Lord George Ham 
ilton, secretary of state for India, in a 
speech at Acton this evening defended 
" the forward policy " pursued in India 
during recent years, against attacks 
lately made upon it by Mr. John !Morley, 
Mr. Herbert Asquitb (home secretary in 
the late Liberal government) and other 
Liberal leaders. He justified this policy 
on the ground that while checking the 
Bussian advance toward India, it en- 
abled Russia and Great Britain to arrive 
at an amicable understanding by which, 
their respective frontiers and spheres of 
influence will be fixed, each recognizing 
that there was ample room in Asia for 
the legitimate expansion of both em 
pires. Ho spoke very guardedly of the 
future of the frontier policy, urging that 
" our chief object is to concentrate our 
strength on essential routes and posi 
tions, accepting elsewhere the general 
SubmiBsion of the tribes as an acknowl 
edgement of British supremacy, inter 
fering as little as po^sililH in their local 
affairs beyond checking tbe trafBc 
arms and trnsting for the rest to the 
civilizing influences of trade gradua'ly to 
win the tribes from the predatory in- 
stinct." 

The Times, commenting editorially on 
Lord George Hamilton's speech, will say 
to-morrow that it was the part of wisilom 
to " refrain from more explicit stale- 
meniK, whicli would only leave a in,.;)- 
hole for Radical attacks," and will eug- 
gest as a means of attaining the desired 
ends the extension of the railway to the 
Afghan frontier along the valley of the 
Cabul river. 

The Daily Chronicle will express tlie 
opinion that Lord George iiamiltun 
means perhaps that we should slide by 
lape of time into a policy of annesatiun 
on some unintelligible idea that we may 
thereby check J-iugsia." It will alnu 
coiiinieiit on tiie fact that the trilieainen 
post-ess enough Li-e-Mulford rillcH and 
nmmnuilion to didiver a magazine lire 
although the l.eo-Metford has only been 
supplied to the Indian forces for about 
two years, a fact which in tbe Daily 
Chronicle's opinion, calls for searching 
inquiry.

He and a Russian Sketch Artist at the 
Circus in the Austrian Legislature. 

LoNOON, Nov. 8.' — The Vienna corre- 
spondent of the Times says of a all niglit 
sitting of the reichsrath that it was the 
most disordeily ever witnessed in any 
parliament. Some of the anti-semito 
expressiona were of such an improper 
character as to defy reproduction. The 
moat freiiuent insult bandied about was 
the cluirge of drunkenness. Three- 
fourths of the members appeared tobave 
gone raving mad, "liar," "disgraceful 
scamp," " drunken clown," and similar 
villianous expletives and suggestions 
were comt"on remarks. Ilerr Wolff 
called Dr. Lueger (burgomaster of 
Vienna), " the Vienna thimble-riggor." 

M. Vorestchagin, the Russian painter, 
and Mr. Samuel L. Clemens (Mark 
Twain) were in the visitor's gallery 
The former made sketches of various 
scenes and said he regarded them as 
good substitutes for street fighting and 
the barricades of former days. Mark 
Twain said it reminded him of an Am- 
erican lynching meeting to punish a 
horse stealer, aciding; "I supposed 
somebody had been hanged, but was 
not there long enough to make sure of 
it." He asked Herr Lueger to give 
notice of his next twelve-hour speech 
and saiil he would be there and sit it 
out. lierr Lueger took the observation 
seriously and replied that he hoped next 
week to repeat tlie performance and per- 
haps to improve on it. 

'Vienna, Nov. 10.— Un the rosiunption 
of the sitting of the lower Imuao to-day 
there was a renewal of the disturbances 
and conflict which have marked the re- 
cent sessions of the reichsrath, and the 
disorders finally reached such a pitch 
that the sitting was again suspended. 

KILLED THEIK TEACHER. 

How Some Youths in Mi.ssouri Kescnted 
BeinK Kept In. 

Skdai.ia, Mo., Nov. 8. — James Allen, 
teacher in a school at Wheatland, 
Ilickery county, has been beaten to 

death by liia pupila. As a punishment 
for misconduct Mr. Allen kept several 
boys after school waa dismissed. When 
released the youths went away angry, 
and later as the school master was on 
ills way home tiiey waylaid him, pelting 
him with stones and clnbs. Mr. Allen 
was knocked down aud his ahull crushed 
He did not regain conBciousness and 
died next morning. The boya wete cr 
rested.

— The annual re- 
port of the commissioner of pensions re- 
cently made public shows that there 
were added to the rolls during the year 
the names of 50,101 new pensioners and

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The nathe Yukon bas been hitherto 
aeaoeiated with Alaska and it applies as 
much to that territory as to Canada. So 
true is this that careful writers speak of 
the Canadian Yukon, when they wish to 
refer to that part of the great river val- 
ley lying within tlie Doiuinion. If tliey 
do not use thia expression they say 
Klondyke. Our 8ut;i;eatioii ia that the 
Dominion government shall recognize 
what ia fast becoming to be the cnBtom 
and call the Canadian Yukon 
*' Kloneiyke." One advantage of this 
will be tbiit no other locality 
can claim the new name. Klnn- 
6i ke ia, in point of fact, the name of no 
place in particular. As everyone now 
icnowB, it is the result of a futile eirort 
to pronounce an Indian word. How 
tough a contract it is to pronounce the 
word accurately may be judged from 
Mr, Ogilvie'a heroic eflbrts to do so when 
be lectured hero. He never said the 
name t'.vice the eanio way. But Klon- 
dyke, no matte:' how it ia apelled, liaa ii 
lodgment in the public mind and will 
Btay there. Let the name be retained, 
and as the discoveries on the river from 
which it bas been taken have made the 
Y'ukon territory famous the world over, 
let it bo applied to the Ciolden North. 

Speci;ii"illy : Let all that territory 
lyiii^ north of the Province of JJrili.sh 
Coluiubia, fionth of the Arctic Ocean, 
west of the 120lh meridian and east of 
the 14181 meridian, be known hereafter 
as the District of Klondyke. 



IN HE BRAZIL. 



There ia serious trouble brewing in 
Brazil, and the indications now are that 
the so-called president will be dethroned . 
Dethroned is not the usual word to uee 
in regard to a president, hut if the man 
at the l.'ead of the allowed republic of 
Uruzil is not a reigiiiiit; sovereign it 
would call for a great deal of ii)geiiuity 
to show where the dillorenco is. Tlio 
Brazilian republic is a deapotism limited 
by revolution and fear of assassination, 
to paraphrnso a famous observation in 
regard to another country. Brazil ia 
utterly unfit for republican iiiBtitutiona. 
We are not (juito sure that any country 
is fit for them. Many countries are fit 
for democratio institutiona, auch as 
Great Britain and Canada; but when it 
cornea down to a republic there are some 
other things to be said. But thia is de- 
batable ground, while there can bo no 
question as to Brazil being unfit for 
popular government. Tho dosiiatches 
are provokingly meagre and indefinite. 
We are loft very much in tho dark as 
io what the whole trouble ia about. 
Readers will remember that only a few 
•weeks ago word oamo.ot the Bupi)rcBBion 
oi the -npriainK o£ the Panatics. This 
waa siippoaed to be a Kuarantee of peace. 
It will liilBO^ ibe remembered that the 



husband ol the daughter of the late Em- 
peror Dom Pedro was eaid to be insti- 
gating a movement for the reatoration of 
the empire. That the present rebel- 
lion ia inspired by the MonarohiatEeems 
very clear. 

TRE CONDITION OF 

TlfE PROVINCE. 

Keferring to some recent obaervations 
of tho Colonist, the Columbian says 
" there are people who feel certain taxes 
to be very oppreasive." Thia ia doubt- 
lesa true. If it were not true the ab- 
sence of Bueli a condition would be 
phenomenal. UndoulHedly in all com- 
munitiea tliu incidence of taxation falls 
more heavily upon aomo people than 
upon others, aud equally undoubtedly is 
it the bounden duty of the government 
to seek to distribute the burden as 
equitably as possible, If any improve- 
ment upon tho present system can bo 
auggeated, tho Colo.nist will proraiso for 
itself, and it tliinka it can jiromise for 
the government, that it will be given tho 
best possible consideration, without re- 
gard to the quarter from which it emen- 
atea. It is greatly to the interest of tlio 
whole eouiimuiity that the burden of 
taxation shall fall upon those who ought 
to bear it. We assume that our con- 
temporary has in mind among other 
things what is known as the mortgage 
tax. It will not be denied that the tax 
in question ia warranted by every prin- 
ciple in economics ; but it is equally true 
that in many cases it is paid by jieople 
who were not expected to pay it. This 
is true of all taxea. Thua it ia jiroposed 
to tax the output of tho coal minea. Tho 
aeeumption is that by tho imposition of 
auch a tax the coal " barons," aa they 
are called, would be compelled to pay a 
portion of their profits towards main 
taining the government, over and above 
what they now pay. This might be, and 
then again it might not be. It might 
work this way: Coal ia a commodity, 
tho price of which depends upon the 
auj>ply and demand, aud hence is Bub- 
ject to the effect of competition. The 
greater part of the output of tho Britisii 
Columbia coal mines is sold in 
San Francisco, where it comes 
into competition with other coal, 
besides having to pay a duty. 
Doubtless if the coal mine owners could 
afTord in the face of this competition and 
duty to add the amount of the tax to the 
coal sold in San Francisco, they would 
do ao ; but if this was impracticable from 
a business point of view, they would 
probably add it to tho price of coal eold 
in British Columbia, for it may be taken 
for granted that no ono will pay out 
money in placing a commodity on the 
market without getting it back from the 
people who buy the commodity, if pos- 
sible. The tas on coal would be added 
to the cost of production and would ho 
got back again from tho consumers. So 
that, grant'ii^' for tho sake of argument 
the eciuitableness of imj)oaing a tax on 
thoouti)utof u competitive liusiness, it 
is evident that the tax would be paid in 
the end by the very people, whom it 
would be the intention of the legislature 
to relieve from some other burden by 
imposing this tax. It is otherwiae with 
a tax upon ailver, goKl, copper, iron or 
other metftle. The ])ricu of these ia not 
regulated by local compelitiou, ami 
hence the productir cannot eliift the tax 
to the shoulders of the consumer, but 
must pay it himself. 

We have discussed this matter at some 
little length for the purpose of showing 
the difliculty of adjiialing a tax so that 
the peoi)h', who aro intended to pa_v it, 
will in point of fact do ao. The eanie 
thing appliea to tho real property tax as 
it affects dwellings and atorea under 
normal conditions. When a man builds 
a property to yent, he expects to receive 
for its use auflacient to pay the interest 
on the cost, inBurance, taxes and enough 
to cover wear and tear. He may not 
always get it ; but this ia the basia of his 
calciilaliona. If is constant iffort, 
whether successful or not, is to 
get enough out of the tenant 
t(j pay the taxea over and above 
everything else. It is true that in 
most western towna of late property 
owners have not been able to do thia but 
tho reason ia that coiulitiona are abnor- 
mal. We aro not discussing isoia'ed 
cases aU'ected by exceptional cir .-i: ii- 
Btancee, but tho general ))rinciple. 'i.'id re 
is perhaps no absolutely certain w jy of 
seeing that taxes are paid by the poople 
on whom they aro levied, but the nearest 
ia the income tax. There ia no ready 
way by which tho income tax can be 
shifted from tho shoulilors ot tho man 
ui)Oii whom it is asHeuBod and placed up- 
on some one else. Vet Hio didiculties in 
tho way of levying aud collecting an in- 
come tax in new countries are ap great 
as to render it almost useless aa a general 
basis of rovonuo. 

In diBcussing questions of taxation 
such considerations as thoae mentioned 
must bo kept in mind. There in a class 
of writers and speakers, who, having 
taken a few glances at the question of 
taxation, have reached the conclusion 
that it ia the aimpleat matter in tho 
world to devise and put into practice a 
just and equitable Bystom of taxation, 
that will rest lightly upon tho poor man 
and put tho burden upon tho shou'derB 
of the rich : but it is a fact which must 
bo taken into consideration, that tho 
rich are able in many waya to shift their 
burden upon those who are dependent 
npon them. To overlook thia in fram- 
ing any plan of taxation is to condemn 
ouraelvca to disappointment. 

The Columbian after declaring that In 



its opinion the provincial governnient 
hau brought the country to the very 
verge ot disaster, says that we " have 
suddenly discovered a mine bf extraord- 
iuary richness," which it thinks " will 
save our estate." Our recollection of 
the facte relating to the large expendi- 
tures, of which the Columbian com- 
plains, is that they were incurred on the 
faith of just such development aa we are 
now witnessing. The men who took the 
responsibility of them had faith in the 
province. If their anticipations had not 
been realized, and the province had re- 
mained at a standstill, they would Jiave 
been justly branded aa false prophets, 
and been dismissed from office by an in- 
dignant people. It ia very nnreaaon- 
able, therefore, to refuse them credit, 
not for having been tho cauae of the 
prosperity now at hand, but for having 
had the wisdom to foresee that such an 
era was sure to come at an early day. 
If i)ublic men are to be held accountable 
for their errors of judgment, which we 
freely concede ought to bo the case, and 
are not to receive any meed of credit 
when events show tlioir jiuignient to 
have been well-founded, it will become 
impossiblo to induce any man of pro- 
greasive viewa to endeavor to give the 
country the benefit of them. The criti- 
cism of the Columbian ia the strongest 
possible endorsement of the wisdom of 
the policy which it has all along con 
demned.

Somewhat unexpectedly there arrived 
by the Walla Walla yesterday afternoon 
three of the customs officers and one of 
the provincial police force who since last 
summer have been assisting in the col- 
lection of Canadian duties at Tngish 
Laite. They reached Skagway in time 
to take advantage of the coming south of 
the little steaincr ifoiuer and were car- 
ried by her to Port Townsent, where tlio 
Walla Walla was boarded for Victoria, 
Those who composed the party are 
customs officers F. W. Davey, F. Hinds 
and W. W. Hall and special provincial 
constable S. H. Jackson. 

They left Tagish Lake on Ojtober IS 
in company with provincial police oflicers 
F. Uevan, K. IMc'.iriith and Uapt. IVuit. 
When they reached Skagway, ihruugh 
some misunderstanding about the time 
of the Homer's sailing, tlie last three 
named were left heliind. 

All the Victorians loolc in capital 
health after their rougli outing iti tlie 
wilds, and as iMr. Jackson said yester- 
day, "We might have been reported 
starving, but we always managed to get 
our three meals a day." 

Mr. Hinds stated last night that there 
was very little snow at Tagish lake on 
the ISth when they left, but at the sum 
mit of the Dyea pass they found snow 10 
or 12 feet deep. At Tagish lake the 
Northwest mounted police have by this 
time, Mr. Hinds expects, completed 
building their log barracks, and they 
and Mr. Godson, the collector of cus- 
toms at Tagish, will be quite comfortably 
housed for tlie winter. Twenty-six 
mounted police form the detachment at 
Tagish for this winter, ana while some 
were busy i)Utting up the barracks, the 
others were getting their supplies over 
the jmss from the coast aa quickly as 
possible when Mr. Hinds and .his com- 
panions left. 

There waa not the least difficulty in 
collecting the duties this year Mr. Hinds 
says, and Mr, Godson did not follow any 
easy going method of allowing more 
goods to pass than the 100 pounds tem- 
porary exemption. The law was strictly 
enforced, the duties being collected to 
full amount of everything above the 100 
pounds exemption. 

Major Walsh and his party reached 
the lakes two weeks ago, and will puth 
aliead as promptly as possible, having 
heed, however, to their food supplies. 

On the Homer ou the way down there 
was one young man from .San Francisco, 
wlio had come through from Dawson 
City, which he left about October 1. 
Tills man had some gold with him, hut 
was very reticent about the amount, and 
so the Victorians failed to learn it. He 
bore out the story of a good many former 
arrivals as to the shortage of provisions 
at Dawson. Ilia name waa not known 
to Mr. Hinds, but the passengers 
promptly nick-named the young fellow 
" Dawson." 

Now that there is a strong detach- 
ment of Mountf-d Police at Tagish, Mr. 
(.indson will have all the backing he re- 
(juires in enforcing the colleciion of 
duties.

The Members of This New Finn, British 
Coliuiibia's Latest Adopted Sons, 
Arrive in Victoria. 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tunper, formerly 
minister of justice for the Dominion, and 
Hon. fi'rederick Peters, ex-premier and 
attorney-general of the province of l^rince 
Kdward Island, arrived in Victoria yes- 
terday evening, with the intention of be- 
coming permanent residents. For tbe 
present the two gentlemen, with the 
membsrs of Sir Charles' family who ae- 
companied him West, lire uuiists at the 
Mount Baker. 'I'hey will, however, lose 
no time in securinn cstablishmeuts of 
their own in this eity of homes. 

It would tuke more than thedownjiour 
of last evening to dampen tbe entbu- 
siasm of thi-BO two ado])ted IJritisb Col- 
umbians, in regard to the bright pros- 
pects of the province, and of this city 
more particularly. Sir Charles in con- 
versation with a moinborof tbe Coi.om.st 
stair last night, reiterated that in his 
opinion tlie most sanguine as to the 
^.Tcat future of liritish Columbia cannot 
begin to appreciate the magnitude of the 
rush to tills direction next spring. The 
thousands upon thousands who are de- 
termined to reach tbe Klondyke or die, 
will naturally ontQt at the point on the 
coast whose advantages are most forci- 
bly im|)reseB(l upon tboin now. 

Seattle realizes this, and is adopting 
every means at her command for Iho ad- 
vaiu'i'iiifciit (if her claims. Victoria 
should, as the Klondyke is in Canada, 
be able to make out a strontjer case than 
any American port. And — a word to the 
wise is suflicicnt. 

In all ol which Hon. Mr. Peters con- 
cure. 

The two gentlemen purpose practising 
their profession of the law in partner- 
ship, with their oflices in Victoria, hav- 
ing formed a iiigli opinion of the city's 
prospects during their recent stay here 
in connection with the proceedings of 
the Behring Sea commission.

It 
is, however, ([lute poBsiblo that tbe 
members of the law society or of the 
legislature will see the j)roi)riety in the 
case of a former minister of justice of the 
IJominion and the ex-attorney-general 
of a sister province, to dispense with 
this formality of probation. 

This is, however, something with 
which Messrs. Tupper and Peters do not 
at present concern themeelves. They 
are here to comply with all statutory re- 
quirements, and enter practice as soon 
as may be conveniently possible. Vic- 
toria as a city will give them and the 
members of their households a cordiil 
welcome.

In Future the Teachers' Institute 
Will Meet After Hours With 
Optional Atteudauce. 



Last night the board of school trustees 
held their regular monthly meeting, anil 
after a seeeiou of an hour and a half, 
during which much public business in 
connection with educntionul matters was 
pat throagb, the board resolved itself in- 
to committee of the whole, with cloEcd 
doors. 

A bare quorum was in evidence when 
the first item was taken up, which came 
in the form ot a request fcr some aup- 
pliea for Victoria West school, and Mr. 
Tail's wants were ordered to be attend- 
ed to, an outfit of towels at the eame 
time to be purchased for all tlie city 
schools. 

Trustee Mrs. Grant thouelit that tlie 
Beating accmnmodation for vieitora in tlie 
different chiBd-rooma was very short and 
a few additional chairs bo supplied to 
each of the tuachers, 

A letter asking for 200 chairs to bo put 
in the gymnasium on tlio occasion of 
assom blagea was road from tiio princi- 
pals of tlie Central and High schools, 
when Trustee Hall moved that the 
supply committee be given power to 
move some of the chairs now stored at 
the North Ward school to Central. This 
was carried. 

Various applications for positions on 
the teaching staff including one . all the 
way from the Oity of Mexico, were read 
and laid on the table, there being no 
vacancies at present. 

From Vancouver came a letter from 
A. Oldershaw, agent Smead, Dowd Co., 
in connection with 'the defective heating 
at the South Ward school, stating 
that he had spent four days iuveatigat- 
ing the trouble, and incidentally stating 
that the caretaker's suggestion to im- 
prove the draft might do in a coal pit 
but would not work in a school build- 
ing. Some other reasons were also 
pointed out why the system did not 
work properly, and stating that an in- 
strument to test the air pressure was on 
the way from Toronto when hb would be 
able to make a full report. The letter 
was filed. 

A refund of money paid on account of 
a tuition fee charged a pupil who had 
not attended school was authorized to 
be made. 

A request from Fidelity lodge of the 
Good Templars for the use of 
a room at ttie Spring Ridge ward school 
for meeting purposes was then taken up 
and on motion resolved that a spare 
room be rented to the lodge as desired 
at ^2 per month. 

A request that his salary should be in- 
creased by at least ^5 ])er month was 
made by the janitor of the North ward 
school and lor the winter months or 
until the Ist of April it was decided to 
p^y the extra $5 per month. 

Other requests for " more" came from 
Miiia Alexis Bussell, of the Central 
school, who stated that she had to take 
charge of two divisions, and from Jno. 
J. Stevenson, Victoria West, who pointed 
outtnat he had taught for four years and 
had not received any tangible proof that 
lie had earned the approval of the board, 
he being the lowest jiaid male teacher 
with one exception now on the staff. 

Bupt. Eaton thought that there were 
some ineciiialities in the salaries paid 
and a proper scale might be devised to 
remedy tliis. 

Trustee Mrs. Jenkins pointed out that 
Miss Russell has many more pupils than 
other teachers and has practically two 
classes to attend to, a cb^rt class and a 
primer class. 

It was pointed out by Chairman Hay- 
ward that in two months' time the 
whole question of salaries must be dis- 
cussed. 

Miss RuBaell'e salary will be increased 
by ^5 from December 1, and Mr. Stev- 
enson's ap[)lication was laiii on the table. 

A report from A. B. McNeil of North 
AVard, covering a draft of a limit table 
wliiuh had been submitted to Dr. Pope, 
was read, ami iiroposing that a test be 
made of it. This was laid on the table 
iur further consic^eration. 

The school attendance during the 
month of October was : 

Average daily attenanco, 2, 058. -12. 

Average actual attendance, 2,037.-56. 

Pujiils actually attending, 2,2G5. 

Average per teacher, 111. 2. 

Un com pariHOM it v.'aa found that the 
average attendance last month was HI 
higher than the jirevious uiontliH and 
was 02 higlii'r than a year au;o. 

Trustee Vatea remarked — "That is 
what Klondyke is doing for us." 

The finance committee reported the 
usual a(!(;oinil8 for the jiaat month 
amounting to $17S..'il, which were or- 
dered paid. 

Additions and alterations to some of 
the school buildings and grounds was 
then taken up, whereupon Trustee Yates 
stated that with respect to trees for the 
!North Ward grounfl the lot had been 
filled in with cla)', and it would be 
necessary to excavate the clay and fill in 
with boil. 

The reiiairs committee were given 
jiower to attend to certain small matters 
requiring attention. 

A new supply of black boards was de- 
cided upon as a necessity, and many of 
those now in,use have proved to 'd de- 
fective. 

The trustees then went into committee 
with cloeed doors, and it was decided to 
rescind the reaolution passed on Sep- 
tember 25, 185)3, granting teacliers per- 
miaaion . to attend the meetings of the 
teachers' institute during school hours. 
In future these meetings will be held 
outside of school hours, and the attend- 
ance at them by teachers will be optional.

■; '■''CiiUlvatlon of This Product. 

To THE EnrroR: — It is yery gratifying 
to me to observe .the interest manifested 
by BO many in an effort to promote the 
Bucceseful and profitable cultivation and 

manufacture of llax in this province, and 
iucidontally thereby to stop one' of the 
enormous and altogether unneceasary 
leaks which, if permitted to continue, 
will eventually result in very materially 
affecting the welfare of this pvoviuco os.- 
ceptionally rich in natural resources. 

My desire, in ever so small a measure, 
to aaaist in these laudable ellbrta ia my 
only apology for again occupying apace 
in your valuable and widely read paper. 

In my last letter I endeavored to show 
that our soil and climate, and now add 
waier, are particularly adapted to the 
growth and preparation of a very choice 
quality of flax, suitable for the manu- 
facture of the finest linen fabrics, as well 
aa sacking materials, ropes, twine, etc, 

Readers of the Colonist will also re- 
member the reference to the opening for 
the profitable investment of capital by 
tleveloping the manufacture of flax pro- 
ducts here, thus occupying our own 
market, and, in at least one esaentinl 
particular, assisting in the ilevelopment 
of the agricultural resources of our own 
province and country. 

Reference waa also made to the report 
of special agent C. R. Dodge, of the U. 
S. department of agriculture, respecting 
the very satisfactory reaulta oi ihu Bar- 
bour mill test, conducted with fibre 
grown in the Puget Sound region, and of 
the very high value placed by those 
eminent manufacturers on the products 
of that test, also that such report applied 
with equal force to fibre grown in Brit- 
ish Columbia, for the reason that our 
soil and climate is identical with that on 
ttie United States aide of the line. 

The fact having been eatablished then, 
that llax, eiiual in quality to the best 
grown in any part of the world, can be 
grown in this part of North America, the 
question naturally arises, how can we 
learn in what ))>"• ■ jlar portions of sec- 
tions of this province can llax culture be 
most succesbtully ami prolitably carried 
on, or are all sections eiiually auscejjt- 
ablo to ])rolitable llax culture'.' From 
my own obaorvatioua in the matter I be- 
lieve that certain pretty clearly defined 
localities will be found beat adapted to 
the production of the finest grades of 
flax fibre, while the coarser grades can 
be grown almost anywhere. 

My reasons for this opinion is aa fol- 
lows : While a good, warm, rich loaming, 
well drained soil is undoubtedly the best 
in which to grow the best (juality and 
and largest (juantity of flax fibre in the 
greatest perfection, I have grown as fine 
a crop of llax as I have ever seen pro- 
duced, on practically bare blue clay; at 
the same time I would not recommend 
any one else to try that experiment. 

Again, I have seen llax sown on simi- 
lar soil, iu appearance, that waa not 
worth pulling, thus demonstrating the 
fact that there is a lack or total absence 
of the essential elements necessary for 
the growth and development of tlie llax 
plant, in that and kindred soils. 

My best results as to bulk and quality 
of crop have been obtained from bottom 
land, well underdrained, and having a 
retentive, blue clay sub-soil, strongly 
impregnated with iron, underlaid with a 
vein of bog-iron ore. 

From the manner in which we were 
accuatomedito prepare the flax for man- 
ufacture in Ontario (invariably the dew 
retting process), the first few years cov- 
ered by my experinienta I adopteii that 
procesa ; I Bcutched the llax and exhibi- 
ted it at the Weatminster exhibition 
simjjly to show what could be produced 
here; efforts were also made to interest 
both the board of trade and the city 
council, as well as the provincial eovern- 
ment in the development of the flax in- 
dustry. 

Since then however I find that flax 
retted in the water of this neichborhood 
when the process is complete after 
breaking and scutching very much 
superior to that prepared iiy dew retting 
conaeqiiently as the diU'erence in value 
between the linished fibre prepared by 
the dew retting jjrocesa and that pre- 
pared by the water rettint: process is 
from *10 to fSO per ton it is evident 
that it wo aim to produce the best fibre 
])ossible the question of location of fac- 
tory would depend somewhat on where 
the best iacilitiea for carry ing on success- 
fully all the processes necessary in the 
manufacture of the finished product can 
be obtained. 

While growing flax for fibre will I be- 
lieve be very profitable for our farmers, 
the growing of flax for the seed cannot 
be done iirofitably. that is to say, if we 
desire to produce the flax that is moat 
valuable in (piality, aa explained in iny 
former letter, the hvM quality of li.ix 
used in the manufacture of the linest 
linens, is mature long before the seed is 
ripe, hence the most jjrolitablo for the 
farmer fur the reasons there given. 
Again, except as a lirat crop on swamp 
or otiier lands exceptionally rich in 
nitrogen, grown witli a view to render- 
ing rich lands less liable to produce ini- 
niense crops of atraw rather than grain, 
1 do not tliink we can compete with the 
farmers of Manitoba and the Northwest 
in growing flax seed, in fact while a 
certain (|uantity of seed will be obtained 
from (hix grown for the fibre, the seed is 
of secondary consideration altogether 
when it is a question of quality and 
value of product.

Annual Meeting of the Society— Addresses 
by Hes.srs. Ander.son and Paterson 
on Farmers' Institutes. 

On Saturday afternoon, Nov. C, there 
was held the annual ceneral meeting' of 
the Cowichan Agricultural Society. Tlie 
chair waa taken by the president, F. II. 
Maitland-Douijall, at 2 p.m., with about 
Boventy people present, the greater por- 
tion being mem bars. The minutes of 
the previous meetings being read and 
adopted the president briefly referred to 
the past year's work and the success of 
the exhibition. The secretary-treasurer 
presented his reports, stating that there 
were 150 entries more than last year, 
while the funds were more than suflici- 
ent to cover all liabilities for the year. 

A vote of thanks wna accorded to Mr. 
T. A. Kharpe, of tlio Experimental Farm, 
for the h.-iiu.somo exhibit lie had brought 
ilown, and which had been greatly ap- 
preciated. 

The following oiru;ers were elected: 
I'reBiiient, G. T. Corlield ; vice-presi- 
(lenta, C.ipt. Barkley, K.X., and ,1. \V. 
Mett; Bi'c-lreas., (i. II. Jlaiiwen; exe- 
cutive conuiiittee, F. II.

Votes of thanks to the auditors' and 
retiring ollicera were passed, and the 
preaident called on J. R. Anderaon to 
address the meeting on the aubject of 
farmers' iiiBtitutea. 

Mr. .VnderBon atated that lie had no 
intention of lecturing to fariiiera, but 
would eonlino hia remarksi to jiointing 
out the objects and provisions of the 
bill and to the advantagea they could 
secure under the act with the syatematic 
co-operation it all'orded. Bciier terms 
with traders, transportation companies 
and 60 on could be obtained than by in- 
dividual elTorts. Ue said that the pro- 
vincial Koverament was endeavoring to 
secure for the British Columbia farmera 
the reports and literature published by 
the Ontario government, which were 
very interesting and reliable. He hoped 
that the publications issued from hie 
own department would be more numer- 
ouB than heretofore. He introduced Mr. 
T. v. Paterdon, whoso Bervicea bad been 
temporarily secured, and Baid that the 
government intended to provide delec- 
atea and speakers to visit the various 
territoriea. 

-Mr. Paterson then addreesed the meet- 
ing on inBtitute work. Ilia address waa 
eminently practical and gave a very 
lucid idea to the audience of the inati- 
tute ayateni in Ontario and of its advan- 
tagea. He atated that he had that 
morning visited the Cowichan Creamery 
and spoke very highly of the building 
the butter, tbe general arrangement a 
and the way it was kept, and congratu- 
lated the district for having such a fac- 
tory. He compared the agricultural 
appropriationa iu various countries, say- 
ing that France spent .*S, 000, 000 on agri- 
culture, keeping up lo agricultural 
colleges, besides veterinary and horti- 
cultural schools, and had in cepgequence 
in the last year or two increased the 
output of farm jiroducta nearly 50 pei 
cent. In .Vubtria they Bpent ^1,000, 000, 
and Gernnuiy nearly as much, in the 
aame line. The various states of the 
Union spend a great deal of money on 
agriculture. The experimental atatione 
of the United States were rather prone 
to giving information before being anfli- 
ciently sure of their ground, and the 
Guelph authorities for reliable informa- 
tion, gathered from prolonged and care- 
lul work, looked t£i England and 
Germany. 

In making up t!io I'"armers' Inetitute 
act, from which the IJritish Columbia 
act waa largely takiui, i\rr. liodeon, the 
stiiierintendent of the Ontario ayHtem, 
had com(iared tlu^ rules and acta of all 
the states in the Union, and embodied 
all the best points in his act. Professors 
Mills and Panton lield the lirat twelve 
meetinga in 1S8-! in Ontario; in l>i)(i 
tiOO meetings were held. The iiiatitutes 
were the places where farmera aliould 
conduct business interesting them all, 
compare results and methods, consider 
the beat means for fighting weeds and 
insect peata, etc. The boys of the farm 
should attend these ineetingB in order to 
[ interest thetii in their work. 
( lie considered that lariiHiig in this 
I jirovince waa lull of very knotty proli- 
lemy, and the conditions varied so 
1 (|uickly that it wan a dilliciilt ijueution to 
recommend any eyfitem, as it might 
I prove uiiBiiitable to cnie of two ueigli- 
i boiiring valleys. Ho thought in coiibc- 
I (|uenco that the institute was likely to 
do a great deal of good in this province, 
as oH'ering the nleatiB of fanners exchang- 
ing opinions as to their work, ilo had 
intended to speak on silos and ensilage, 
but the hour was late, and he woukl 
undertake to come again and speak on 
this subject, 

Mr. W, C. Duncan in moving a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Paterson said that be 
liked that goiitlonian'a remarka about 
the creamery but reminded him that we 
had to meet the Dominion government 
when we came to sell our butter as it 
was aa^iating the territoriea to build, 
eiitiip and work creameriea helped them 
after all that to ship their butter into 
B. C. 

The chairman aaked Mr. J. Sluggett, 
of Saanicli, who waa preaout, to say a 
few worda. 

Mr. Sluggett said that it was too often 
the case that farmers instead of working 
together were jealous of each other, but 
he thought the meeting seemed wonder- 
fully harmonious and said it spoke well 
for Cowichan farmers that they had 
pulled together and built their creamery 
whereas Saanich had failed. He main- 
tained that B. C. fruit was of better 
quality than anything they hud to the 
Houtli of us and the oidy fault thnt could 
be found with our fruit was iu the pack- 
ing, but the industry waa only in its 
infancy and this would soon iinj)rove. 

The meeting then adjourned, Measrs. 
Anderson and Paterson leaving by the

San Francisco, Nov. 10.— The trus-

States goveriiment to ect aside the 
money obtained from the payment of 
the debts of ibo Union, Central and 
Kansas I'acitiu railroads, the fund to be 
applied to the conatniution of the Nicar- 
iiKua Canal. The government ia also toi 
establish ii jiatrol uf the Yukon river, 
and to atatiou two ailditloual artillery 
regiments at San Francisco.

The new premises of tlie Bank of 
Montreal on Government street are now 
approacbiDK completion, and it ia ex- 
pected that the bank will take possea- 
aion on Saturday next ho as to be open 
for buBincBB on Monday. To those who 
have not been in the niagnilicent new 
banking; chamber, there will be a sur- 
prise in store, for the character of the 
work and fittings is wonderfully line. 
The banking room measures CO feet in 
length by 40 feet wide and is 18 feet 
high. The first thing that strikes the 
eye on entering at the doorway off Gov- 
ernment street is the quiet yet rich tone 
that pervades the whole of the fittings 
and decorations. No garish or gaudy 
work ofTends the eye. Everything ia 
subdued to its proper relation to obtain 
fi due eU'ect. The walla are ])inelled in 
various ahadee of brown Tennessee 
marble, si-t masaive monolithic marble 
columna d'.viding the room into bays. 
The woodwork is of rich walnut, of ex- 
ceediiiyly yood workmanship and en- 
riched by some carving that is well 
worth looking at. 

The Iloors are in cerainie mosaic with 
an elaborate border of delicate and beau- 
tifully blended coloring very pleasing to 
the eye. The counter front ia marble, 
supporting a hand forged wrought iron 
grille, specially designed and made for 
'the bank. This ecreen is pronounced 
by several architects to be the liueat 
piece of metal work in the province. 

The line etlect of the room is increased 
by the deeply coffered and richly panel- 
led plaster work and when the walls and 
ceilings are decorated as intended, the 
effect will be still heightened. Many 
email details, such aa the quaint lead 
glazed windows will also be noticed. 

The solid marble columns have their 
oiiiceoi usefuhieBS aa well aa beauty to ful 
till, for each column is capable of carrying 
SO tons and as the wei',^lit of the whole 
building ia brought by steel girdera over 
these colutnna, it, would bo poaeiblo to 
remove the whole of the outside walla 
and tlie columna would still support the 
auperatructure. 

Oil" the banking chamljer is a cosy 
mauager'a room, jjauelled in walnut and 
with a large open tiro place. This little 
room in itself is well worth visiting' 
Mr. Battenbnry'a opinion it ia one of 
the best things he haa ever designed 
At the rear of the room are sitnated the 
two vaults, the upper one being reached 
by an iron stair case in full view from 
the windows aa a precaution ajrainat 
burglars. This vault Ima ste*! built in- 
to the walls, wbilat tlio lloor baa steel 
beama running botli ways, making it 
absolutely burglar-proof, in this vault 
is placed a huge aafe, weighing over 
seven tons, and which baa -1 time locks 
upon it. 

While, of course, tlie banking room is 
the principal feature of the interior of 
the building, there are several noticeable 
points in other parta to be observed. In 
the basement, which is approached by a 
flight of steps off Bastion street, is at- 
tained a fine suite of ofhces, with sate, 
separate lavatories, etc. These offices 
will be occupied next week by Messrs. 
Brown & Co., mining brokers. 

On the firat and second floors are two 
tine suites of flre-proof offices. The 
whole of the tiret lloor ia already occupied 
by Messrs. McPhillips, Wootton'i'c isarn- 
ard, and the whole of the second lloor 
by the Mlectric Tramway Co. These 
oflices are .Tpproached by a Uight of solid 
atone lianging steps with an excellent 
cast-iron railing made by the .Ubion 
inm Works. The lavatories to the 
otiicea are all tiled with marhel divisions 
and fittings and silver-i>lated hardware. 

The entire building is of lire-proof 
materials. As regards the exterior 
effect, all are now familiar with it, and 
we can hardly realize now bow liovern- 
ment street would look without the 
picturesque towers and gables which 
torm so conspicuous a feature of the city. 
Mr. T. M. Rattenbury, architect of the 
Parliament bnildines, was the designer 
of the structure. The contractors were 
all local men, the 8tnn(! work being exe- 
uted by .Me.'^srs. .Mi'( ire^or A .leeve?, 
the i)la'-lering by -Mr. Kietianl Drake, 
the interior ualnut litliiigs by Weiler 
the tili-s supplied by Mr. ,\nder-

How Victoria Sbonld Set About 
Adapting: Itself to iDeal With 
the Northern Bnsb.

To •run EuiTon:— Forty years is along 
time to look back upon, but surely the 
"old-timers," as they are spoken of, 
must concede that Victoria's posaibili- 
ties of the very near future will exceed 
the prophecies of even the most san- 
guine of those early Cariboo days. But 
what has happened during those forty 
years? Victoria has become a city of 
Homes ! 

PeruBing the columns of your paper of 
the 5th, 6th and 7th instant, references 
are made to the anticipated travel that 
ia likely to pass through this port during 
the next year. Let us hope we will not 
be diBappoinled in the matter. Forty 
years ago competition was not BO keen 
aa at the present day, and Victoria mer- 
chants had neither Vancouver, Seattle, 
Tiicoiua, Portland or iSan Francisco 
houaea to compete against. To-ilay this 
ia all altered. We not only liavo to 
compete with tlieao cities, but also the 
great centres of New York, Chicago, etc. 

The great problem in this newly 
created trade ia to adapt ourselves to the 
circuiuataucea appertaining thereto. By 
that ia meant our merctianta, linanciera 
and citizena generally should reach out, 
so to epeak, for every branch of busincBa 
that is" likely to help build up Victoria 
aa a commercial centre. We, here, are 
at a great disadvantage as compared with 
the other cities mentioned, in the matter 
of direct railway communication. This 
will come later, however, and our pre- 
sent eflbrts should be directed with all 
vigor and energy to secure more, a vast 
amount more, of the shipping trailo. 

According to your paper of yesterday 
it is estimated that at least twenty-four 
ateamers, besides a number of suniU 
veesola, will be engaged in the 
freight and (lassenger tratlic to 
the north. How many of these 
veasela will make Vii:toria a base for 
supplies? What inducements can Vic- 
toria oiler? This is a matter that re- 
iHiirea iiuniediato consideration, far 
more than has been given to it. We 
claim to have superior facilities for the 
outfitting of miners, etc. Why not make 
it known that in the matter of Bujiplying 
ocean going vessels that we are able to 
supply Btorea at cheajier rates than our 
friends to the south. Tiiia can be done 
if our government will modify the regu- 
lations regarding supplies to ocean ves- 
sels and the substitution of an entire 
free list covering all supplies to be used 
at sea. The list should include all kinds 
of imported goods, also wines, liquora 
and cigars. A rough calculation of 2-1 
steainera taking on supi)lies each trip ul 
the poits of Vancouver and Victoria, 
will, in the courao of a season's opera- 
tions, mean an imnienBo turnover of 
capital. 

ilepairs to veasela can be executed at 
Victoria as advantageously aa at any 
port on the Pacific, but the fact requires 
to be made more widely known. 

Bunkers should be eatabliahed at Vic- 
toria for the coaling of veaBela. Thia is 
a very important matter, and will tend 
more to bring shipping to the port of 
Victoria than is at present imagined or 
thought of. 

Advertising the city will be most 
eflectual by placing the matter to be 
distributed at the railway and tourist 
agencies in the Old Country, provincial 
towns, and at tli(» various railway ter- 
minals. In tlie l.'nited States cities by 
a diBtribution amongst the ticket otiicea 
and railway centres, and, if poasible, 
by advertisement through the usual 
agencies. 

Xo Btoiio should 1)0 left unturned to 
guide trafhc to this port and every ell'ort 
made to secure to it the foundation of a 
great commercial and shipping traile, to 
be, we all hope, followed by a line of 
trana-continental railway at no late 
date, and thus will Victoria not only 
maintain her credit as a City of Homes, 
but will become a town of vast inai;ni- 
tude and wealth and probably the uioat 
important in the shipping world.
